USDA  EXHIBIT  TO  TUNIOR  FAIR 

An  exhibit  on  the  Federal  milk  order  program 
was  presented  at  a national  conference  in  Wash- 
ington recently  and  several  invitations  were  re- 
ceived from  state  fair  operators  to  show  the  ex- 
hibit at  upcoming  fairs.  The  first  was  at  the 
5-day  Dane  County  Junior  Fair  at  Madison  last 
week.  The  exhibit  was  manned  by  market  ad- 
ministrator personnel.  Many  stopped  at  oxor  booth 
to  obtain  information  on  the  program. 

The  Junior  Fair  was  sponsored  by  nine  co- 
operatives. About  3, 000  youngsters  in  4-H, 
Future  Farmers  of  America  (FFA),  and  Future 
Homemakers  of  America,  had  some  10, 000 
entries  this  year.  The  fairgrounds  arena  was 
opened  for  commercial  exhibits.  Sunday,  the 
final  day,  featured  a colorful  parade  of  floats 
entered  by  Dane  County  4-H  Clubs. 


DAIRY  OWNER  CONVICTED 
ON  THEFT  COUNTS 

Herbert  Gripentrog,  jr. , 45,  of  Wausau, 

former  operator  of  the  bankrupt  Owen  Dairy  Co, , 
was  found  guilty  of  four  counts  of  tiieft  Mcmday, 
July  12. 

A circuit  court  jury  of  five  men  and  seven 
women  also  found  Gripentrog  guilty  of  two  counts 
of  making  false  statements  to  the  state  agriculture 
department  when  applying  for  a dairy  license  in 
1963.  The  jury  deliberated  for  more  than  five 
hours. 

Gripentrog  was  found  guilty  of  thefts  of 
$30,  784  from  the  Farmers  and  Merchants  bank  at 
Kaiikauna,  milk  valued  at  $9,  223  from  11  farm- 
ers, $1,  956  from  the  dairy  and  $12,  592  from 
the  dairy  at  a later  date.

WISCONSIN  NAMED  BRUCELLOSIS  FREE 

Brucellosis  has  been  eradicated  in  Wisconsin  -- 
the  nation's  largest  dairy  state  --  the  U.S.  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  announced  in  mid-May. 
This  was  the  first  time  a major  cattle -producing 
state  achieved  brucellosis  free  status.  Wisconsin 
ranks  second  in  the  country  in  number  of  beef 
and  dairy  cows  2 years  of  age  or  older.  The 
sale  of  milk  exceeds  any  other  single  industry 
and  the  state's  annual  production  of  18.6  billion 
pounds  of  milk  is  valued  at  $594  million. 

Freedom  from  brucellosis  also  is  enjoyed  in 
Connecticut,  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Rhode 
Island,  Utah,  and  the  Virgin  Islands.  In  addi- 
tion, 298  counties  in  19  other  states  and  Puerto 
Rico  are  brucellosis  free.  Thirty-seven  states 
have  achieved  modified  certified  brucellosis  status 
by  reducing  the  incidence  of  the  disease  to  less 
than  1 percent  of  their  cattle.  Target  date  for 
completing  the  modified  certification  is  1967. 

USDA  ANNOUNCES  NEW  SYSTEM 
FOR  DRYING  NONFAT  MILK 

Two  USDA  scientists  have  described  a new 
process  for  drying  nonfat  milk  that  they  state  is 
"a  more  economical  way  of  making  nonfat  milk 
powder.  " The  milk  reconstitued  almost  instantly 
and  without  foaming.  The  new  process  is  a 
modification  of  USDA 's  foam-spray  drying  method 
which  is  considerably  less  expensive  than  com- 
mercial instantizing  processes. 

In  the  modified  method,  liquid  carbon  dioxide, 
instead  of  air,  is  injected  into  concentrated  milk 
before  it  goes  through  the  high-pressure  spray  to 
be  dried.  The  high  pressure  causes  the  mixture 
to  emerge  from  the  spray  nozzle  as  tiny  droplets 
which  are  greatly  expanded  by  the  release  of  the 
dissolved  carbon  dioxide.  In  the  hot  air  of  the 
drier  these  droplets  dry  to  porous  particles,  which 
reconstitute  easily  and  quickly  into  a beverage 
milk  that  has  a minimum  of  surface  foam.  The 
amount  of  liquid  carbon  dioxide  used  is  critical, 
and  the  researchers  have  developed  procedure  and 
equipment  that  will  meter  it  into  the  milk  con- 
centrate  at  high  pressure. 

THE  FARM  WORK  FORCE  in  late  June  in- 
cluded 4,  587, 000  farm  family  workers  and  an 
estimated  2,253,000  hired  workers  --  totaling  8 
percent  fewer  than  in  June  1964.  Work  week  for 
family  workers  averaged  46. 5 hours;  for  hired 
workers  33.4  hours.
